In othei 
words, the meit were asked to 
work only 35 hoiirj instead of 
37' 3 hours with the sairlu guar­ 
anteed pay of $84.87 per wtSfk- 
ThlS is identical with the wages 
being received by the mcmbRiS 
of the same union employed l 'V 
daily papers In San Pedro, Wil- 
mington and Redondo Beach and 
who are working five full shifts 
totaling 37'i hours.
